There were few Soviet advisers in North Korea before May but now there are 
many on duty with North Korean units. lvery North Korean unit larger than 
a battalion has at least six Soviet officers,

Peiping. 


3. On 12 June, the North Korean 2 and #5 Divisions, waich had been reorganizad 
at Yenchi, Manchuria, moved to North Korea via the Tumen River and Hoeryong, 
On 20 une, they passed through Hamhung going south, The North Korean X 
Corps regrouped at Togwon, west of Wonsan, after retreating from Kumhwa, 
Then, on 21 June it proceeded to Ichon, 


kh. Qn 23 June, the Chinese Caumunist I Mechanized Corps moved to Keksan from 
Yangdok, The Corps received about 00 Zia trucks as replacenents, 


5. The North Korean I, IL, and V Corps and the Chinese Communist 35 and 36 
Divisions are on a line from Kaesong to Ichon.
